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Again, others think that ſome who are no Mebometars (at leaſt they are 
not ſuch -profeſſedly) may be faulted 3 %is too well known, and it can't 
be conceal'd, how the Chriſtians themſelves that are in the Ship (the 
more is the pity) are not all of a mind, There' are many that don't 
vety well like the mode of Worſhip we have aboard';; they fay that 
ſeveral of our Religious uſages arg borrowed from the 3fabometans, this is 
the ſentiment of ſome of our Officers,and' bf a great, if not the greater num- 


4 bet of the Sxilors z this difſent of theirs dbth greatly enrage the other par. 
xy, for this they ſtigmatize them, and.ſometimes ſeverely handle them, which 


they may do by the Orders'of the 'Ship. One would think our 'common * 
danger ſhould induce us to uſe more moderation. And ſtanders-by that are * 
oot fo dceply concera'd and engag'd in a party, do think the petty differ- 
ences amongſt us are capable of an accommodation, and the. rather becauſe 
both (ides agree in the main. Oaly there arefew halt-witted and hare- 
brain'd bigots that blow up the coals.Nay,there are ſome tÞat are aot aſhanyd 
to declare, they would rather be Mahometans than Chriſtian -diflenters ; 
which it way'Þ2 is truly enough ſpoken, for that they are Sev; Mahoretens 
already; they are heÞ mupgril-Chriſiiats that do vs the greatelt miſchief; 
if we ever be deſtroy's, *twill be by the wild-fire of thels men. Theſe be 
they that difſwade the Captain from calling his Conncil tggether ; fearing 

oflibly leſt they (ſhould make ſome alteration in the preſent Orders of the 
$i in fayour of the diſleating £5; ;. which they may be the more in- 
clin'd to do, for as much as they find them to be very faithful to the inte--. 
reſt of Chriſtianity, and moſt forward (upon all ocealiogs) for the Ships 
welfare and ſafety. They fee alſo that the ſeveritics they have for ſometime 
been under, have not had their intended effect, in as much as they are in- 
creas'd and not diminiſht thereby. Some of. theſe ' Phreneticks (for ſo- they 
may be call'd) are often bnzzingthe Captain in the car with the rude carri- 
age of a Council of Officers in his Fathers days. It happen'd, as you have 
probably heard, that his Father hai ly conteſt with his Council, and from 
words they fell to blows, and in the the good"old Captain was kill'd 


_ and thrown overboard ; this yy hn unheard of Tragedy, is ever now 


and then Fipt up to alienate the preſent Capteis from his Councils though 
we all know the now Council hath not the fame power, nor doth it conſilt 
of the lame perſons; 1 believe they are a company of as honeſt men as ever 
uſed the Seaz. and on my conſcience they have that reſpe&t'and honour for 
the Captain, that they woyld hazzard their All for his ſafety and preſerva- 
tion. And if be would but be adviſed by them, he might be as happy a man 
as ever commanded a Ship. It in his Condu@ he ſhould have been any ways 
tardy or dchcient, they would take no notice of it. For 'tis a Maxim amongſt 
them, That though his Officers may, yet the Captain himſelf can't do amils. 
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Upon occaſion of an Extraordinary , or-rather Cuſtomary 
Solemaity (in reſpe& it hapnerh annually aboard our ſhip) 
Our Capraines Son” was thonghr fir to be invited to the En. 
tertainment , which accordingly was done with the mature 
Deliberation and Advice of the Principal Officers, at whoſe 
Charge this Cuſtomary Solemnity was to be defrayed 2 It ſeems 
our Captains Son was ſo modeſt at the firſt Invitation as to give 
a refuſal to the ſame, ſhewing them ſeveral reaſons to juſtify 
his abſence z but being over importuned he came out of his 
Cabbin incozxito, to avoid thoſe Acclamations the Marriners were 
aceuſtome3 to Salute him withal : but it ſeems his P rivacy was 
diſcovered, andthe whole Company rang him fucha Peal as he 
went. that he was forced to clap both his Hands on his ears, and 
defire them to forbear. This ir ſeems is (fince come to our 
Lieutenants cars, who though he knows not which way to help 
hiaſelf, yet ſtorms like wild.-but the honeſt Marrinerstake fo 
little Notice of the ſame, that it is en indifferent whecher he be 
pacified or not. 


Sir. The night after this entErtainment happened an oc- 
cational accident worth your ſerious remark $ which was this, 
There was a kind of a buzzing about the Ship, Thar a certain 
Maone:tan a-board had a parcel of Arms in his Cabbin, with 
which he defigned to dothe Ships company a miſchief, if occa- 
fion ſ-rved : but upon notice thereof given to our Captain he iſ- 
ſued our an exprelis Order to ſearch for the ſame, (as indeed all 
the Ships company know him to be a perſon extraordinary carc- 
ful in ſuch Caſes.) The perſon ordered to make ſearch was re- 
puted an honeſt Quarteer z but whither for gain or otherwiſe, I 
cannot ſay,He had no ſooner received his Order: but contrary to 
the ſame, gave private notice to him, That next Morning he 
muſt makea ſtrickt ſearch for Arms, and withal deſired him to 
conſule his own Intereſt. The Mhometen thereupon purs all 
things out of the way, and defired him to come as ſoon as he 
pleaſed, which the next Morning he did, and was pratifyed with 
a pair of old ruſty Piſtols, which the Mahomeran pretended had 
formerly been his Fathers : our Searcher being ſo much a Knave 
a$to take his Wordfor the reſt, But a more narrow inſpeion 
being made into the bufineſs by an honeſt Matrioer, he hath fince 
informed our Conncil of Officers of the ſame (who ſtill fir, pray 
Gol they may continne) who have thereupon ifſaed forth an ex- 
preſs Order to bring the D-linquent before them with all expedi- 
tion, who donbclets will be {-ne'rs keep company with the reſt 
of his i. !low Criminals in the Ships hold. 
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Sir, This Buſineſs appeared with ſo foul a Face, That our 
Councill of Officers raking particular Notice of this Action , 
as well as of ſcvcral others too redious here to relate) made 
theſe ſeveral Frofofals following; Reſolving to ſecond rhem * 
with their Lives and Fortunes, as themſelves have expreſl; with 
their utmolt Integrity and Aﬀection : wvz,

Thar they will aſſiſt our moſt beloved Royal CAPTAIN 
as far as Fortune, Life and Eſtate goes, againſt the Mahomtans, 
and thar they will teitity their readineſs and hearty good will 
upon the firſt Occaſion that offers, 

Thar if any -homeran. Alzrrine or other diſaffetcd Per- 
ſon ſhould bur make an Attemprt againſt our CALTAIN : (tho' 
withour Succeſs) to do him prejudice, as well rhe Officers as the 
honeſt Marriners protelt Solemnly they would nor leave a Bone 
of the Mahom: tans or Algeriaes above board to report their Trea- 
chery. 

Nay that which you can hardly believe, and we with 
Admiration hear ; is this { ro our unſpeakable joy and Com- 
fort be it ſpoken) Thar our Lientenant ſhall be diſabled from 
ever bearing a Capraines Command a-board this Ship ; thus 
much as to our own Ship. 


The Lyon Rampant (where our Lieutenant is a-Board) ſeems 
to be weary of their Officer , though they dare nor ſcarce ſay 
ſo; yet by ſeveral Paſſages berwixt them and us we are apt to 
believe it. The Truth of it is, The Ship is a good Ship, pray 
God grant her as good Officers: as forthe Captains Care it is 
beyond meaſure circumſpedt : Without doubr were our Lieute- 
nant a man as carcful for the Ships Good and Intereſt ; the 
Sailors would not complain as now they doe.
